I the schools been first. 
Then, what 
ever wfe do, w hatever plans w e form 
for building a greater Bryan, the first 
consideration m ust be: 
How will it 
affect the schools? 
But the sam e natural advantages 
that helped to m ake Bryan the A th­ 
ens of Central T exas also point to 
this as a favored site for a m anufac­ 
turing city, and there are, in addition 
other natural advantages, as yet un­ 
utilized. 
All 
the world knows, or 
ought to know', that Bryan 
has 
a 
health record scarcely equaled by the 
m ost favored of the much vaunted 
health resorts. 
All the world knows 
that Bryan is in the heart of the re­ 
gion m ost productive of the greatest 
of all the staples of Am erican com 
m erce, and that w ithin easy reach 
are the richest sources of supply of 
all the other staples that have made 
Am erica 
the 
w ealthiest 
nation 
on 
earth and are fast m aking T exas the 
w ealthiest Sfhte in the nation. 
But 
the world does not 
know— possible 
som e of the people of Bryan as yet

want 
factories? 
The first thing to 
consider is the effect on the schools 
and on the social, moral and religious 
interests of the city. 
There can be 
only one opinion about the material 
advantages that would result from tho 
building 
of 
great 
m anufacturing 
plants, each with its pay roll “a m ile 
long." It would give the farmer a bet­ 
ter m arket for his products; the num­ 
ber 
of 
the 
m erchant’s 
custom ers 
would be increased and their ability 
to pay greatly augm ented; the law 
yer would have more clients and the 
doctor more patients; the carpenter 
would have more houses to build, the 
blacksm ith more repair work to do 
and the laborer need never be out of 
a job. 
It would put money in every 
body's pocket. 
But— 
Would it be detrim ental to educa­ 
tional. social and moral conditions? 
There may be som e who honestly be­ 
lieve that a school town ought to be 
nothing else— that if the people be- 
• ame interested in m aterial 
things 
they will neglect intellectual and mor 
a1 affairs; that the em ployes of fac­ 
tories are not, as a class, desirable cit­ 
izens, being uncultured and in many 
cases addicted to vicious habits. 
There is a good deal to be said on 
both sides of the question and the 
object of this article is to start the 
discussion. 
The 
agitation will do 
good, no m atter whether or not the 
Eagle is right in its diagnosis of the 
situation. 
It is worthy of discussion 
in the pulpit as well as by the press 
and in private 
conversation.

A BOLD FR A U D DISCO VERED. 


Swindling Game Perpetrated on Bryan 


People in July Disclosed. 
The perpetration of a bold swindle 


early in July in which a num ber of 
Bryan people suffered has been laid 
bare in a letter received by Mr. E. B. 


Lomax a day or so ago. 
In a number 
of instances 
citizens 
contributed to 


what was believed at that time to be 
a good 
and 
charitable 
object 
but 
which investigation now 
proves 
to 


have^ been rank deception and opera­ 
ted wholly with 
dishonest 
motives. 


On a date in the month named a plau­ 
sible talking and respectable iooking 
negro came to Bryan, and represent­ 
ing him self to be an agent of the Gil­ 
m er colored 
orphanage, 
made 
the 
rounds of the prom inent places in 
town and by an effective story of the 
needy condition of the institution, se­ 
cured cash contributions varying from 
small amounts 
to 
quite 
substantial 
sums. 
He also arranged with several 
to take children for household work, 
obtaining their fares to Bryan in ad 
Vance. 
The boys and girls placed 
were to have reached here several 
days 
ago, 
and 
their 
non-arrival 
aroused suspicions which eventuated 
in an investigation being 
instituted. 
Dr. J. M. McFarland who has charge 
of the orphanage, was communicated 
with, and the fraud was promptly de­ 
veloped, but 
not 
before 
numerous 
charitably disposed people had been 
made victims. 
The sw indler is now
